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Conditions  of  Sale 


Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
maj  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of 
each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so 
required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for 
which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.  (H^A  deposit  at  the  actual 
time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the  purchase  prices  as 
may  be  required.  (Q^If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with, 
the  lot  or  lots  so  purchased  may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up 
again  and  re-sold. 

Risk  after  Purchase.  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's 
hammer,  and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purcliaser's  risk,  and  neither 
the  consignor  nor  the  Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any 
damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire,  breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any 
other  cause  whatsoever. 

Delivery  of  Purchases.  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only 
upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 
Receipted  Bills.  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  re- 
ceipted bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized 
and  honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer 
of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery 
of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should  immediately  notify  the 
Association  of  such  loss. 

Storage  in  Default  of  Prompt  Payment  and  Calling  for  Goods. 
Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent 
by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the 
Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored  in  some  warehouse 
until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  cost  of 
such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against  the 
purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or 
storage  will  be  upon  the  purchaser.  (J[^ln  any  instance  where  the  purchase 
bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale, 
the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation 
in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots 
included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale 
thereof  or  to  re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further 
notice  for  the  account  of  the  buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for 
any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses  sustained  in  so  doing. 
Shipping.    Shipping,  boxing  or  wrapping  of  purchases  is  a  business  in 


which  the  Association  is  in  no  wise  engaged,  but  the  Association  will,  how- 
ever, afford  to  purchasers  every  facility  for  employing  at  current  and 
reasonable  rates  carriers  and  packers ;  doing  so,  however,  without  any 
assumption  of  responsibility  on  its  part  for  the  acts  and  charges  of  the 
parties  engaged  for  such  service. 
9.  Guaranty.  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot 
correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  to 
point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set 
aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection 
not  noted  or  pointed  out.   Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

10.  Records.  The  records  of  the  auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases 
to  be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  by 
both  buyer  and  seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or 
damage  shall  lie.

FOREWORD 


THE  late  Dr.  Gill  Wvlie,  who  came  to  New  York  from  South 
Carolina  in  the  'seventies,  was  one  of  the  pioneer  rug  collectors 
of  America.  Shortly  after  his  arrival  in  New  York  he  was 
brought  into  contact  in  a  professional  capacity  with  Faraway  Moses,  the 
first  among  the  great  Oriental  rug  dealers  of  this  country,  and  with  the 
help  and  advice  of  these  men  he  was  led  to  an  early  appreciation  of  fine 
rugs,  so  that  he  became  in  the  course  of  years,  first  collector  and  then 
expert. 

In  the  current  of  his  journeys  to  Europe  and  the  Orient  he  acquired, 
by  twos  and  threes,  good  specimens  of  the  best  weaves;  a  few  of  these 
were  exhibited  at  the  Centennial  Exposition  at  Philadelphia  in  1876,  and 
a  dozen  or  so  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  in  New  \'ork  in  1920-21. 
With  these  exceptions,  none  of  the  hundreds  of  rugs  which  passed  through 
his  hands  have  ever  before  been  placed  on  public  exhibition. 

In  the  present  catalogue  are  collected  a  choice  group  of  early  weaves, 
of  which  the  finest  derive  from  the  Asia  Minor  looms  oi  the  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  century.  For  strength  of  design  and  boldness  and  purity 
of  coloring  the  prayer  rugs  of  Ghiordes,  Kulah,  Ladik  and  Bergamo  have 
never  been  excelled.  We  will  refer  to  such  magnificent  pieces  as  the 
seventeenth  century  Kulah  sang-de-hoetif  prayer  rug  [No.  71]  exhibited 
at  Philadelphia  in  1876;  the  ancient  Bergamo  rugs  shown  at  the  Metro- 
politan Museum,  with  their  striking  reds,  blues  and  yellows  and  character- 
istically broad  proportions  found  only  in  this  one  small  district  of  the  rug- 
making  world  [Nos.  60,  77,  lOl,  102,  104]  ;  and  the  two  royal  Sultanieh 
rugs  of  Ghiordes  [Nos.  59  and  68]  the  first  of  which,  depicting  a  Moslem 
burj'ing  ground,  is  of  the  highest  beauty  and  rarity.  In  the  same  digni- 
fied Turkish  tradition  are  the  products  of  Konia,  Meles  and  Oushak. 

The  Persian  rugs  include  products  of  the  looms  of  Shiraz,  Fereghan 
and  Herat,  with  a  group  of  Hamadan  runners;  the  Caucasian,  the  fine  early 
weaves  of  Kazak,  Baku,  Daghestan  and  Georgia.  We  select  for  praise 
the  rare  Baku  animal  rug  of  the  seventeenth  century  [No.  99]  with  sing- 
ing birds  perched  among  the  branches  of  Trees  of  Life,  and  prowling  animal 
figures.  These  fauna  are  seldom,  if  ever  found,  except  in  the  rudest  for- 
malism, among  the  severe  geometries  of  Caucasian  design. 

Of  the  smaller  pieces,  the  saddle  bags  of  Shiraz  and  the  Tekke  and 
Yarmoud  'Bokhara'  tribes,  the  Soumak  and  Khilim  tent  coverings  and  the 
jillet  embroideries  are  of  the  highest  quality.

FOREWORD 


THE  six  hundred  and  forty-three  objects  of  Spanish  art  to  be  of?ered 
by  the  American  Art  Association  on  January  24,  25  and  2b,  constitute 
the  most  important  collection  Don  Luis  Ruiz  has  imported  to  this  coun- 
try in  recent  vears.     It  is  composed  of  three  principal  groups — furniture, 
fabrics  and  pictures. 

Spanish  art  may  be  roufrhly  divided  into  two  classes,  the  products  of 
native  schools  sprun<i  from  the  soil,  and  the  work  of  foreigners.  The  latter 
may  be  more  easily  identified  with  the  paintings.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in 
the  fourteenth  centur\  the  kingdom  of  Aragon  embraced  Roussillon  and  Mont- 
pellier  in  France  and  the  Balearic  Isles,  Sardinia  and  Sicily  in  the  Meditera- 
nean,  its  capital  cit\,  Barcelona,  ranking  with  Venice  and  Bruges  as  one  of 
the  wealthest  commercial  cities  in  Christendom.  It  will  thus  be  more  easily 
understood  why  the  art  of  Spain  should,  in  the  fifteenth  and  succeeding  cen- 
turies, be  so  frequently  in  touch  with  and  so  responsive  to  that  of  Italy  and 
France. 

Of  native  inspiration  there  appear  in  the  last  season  alone,  five  magni- 
ficent Castilian  vargiiefios.  one  of  the  open-faced  variet)',  with  puente.  [No. 
614],  with  pedimented  portals  and  drawer-fronts  richly  decorated,  plaque 
with  bone  and  gilded;  another  with  fall-front  and  taquilton  base  [No.  617], 
executed  with  a  delicacy  of  craftsmanship  which  is  truly  amazing. 

Other  items  of  importance  include  a  number  of  marriage  coffers  covered 
in  old  leather  and  studded  with  bronze  rosaces,  or  in  rare  velvets.  Of  the 
tables,  attention  is  directed  to  the  renaissance  and  baroque  library  and  side 
tables  in  walnut,  cof?ee  tables  in  the  so-called  Spanish  cedar  \^p'tno  alerce^, 
and  a  few  inlaid  with  sycamore  and  bone,  and  plaque  with  tortoise-shell.  The 
large  assortment  of  chairs  comprises  arm  and  side  chairs  variously  covered  in 
velvets,  brocades,  damasks  and  tapestry.  Of  the  earlier  woodwork,  the  Gothic 
carved  walnut  choir  stalls  of  the  late  fifteenth  century  are  especially  note- 
worthy. There  are  several  bedsteads  from  Catalonia,  polychromed  and  gilded, 
and  an  ebony  bedstead  [No.  621],  elaborately  turned  to  a  degree  of  ornate- 
ness  which  compels  admiration. 

Of  the  architectural  objects,  we  would  mention  palace  and  convent 
entrance  gates  and  doors,  and  an  important  fifteenth  century  Mudejar  ceiling 
with  frieze  [No.  626],  besides  wrought  iron  grilles  or  rejas. 

The  paintings  comprise  an  important  group  of  Spanish  primitives,  includ- 
ing altarpieces  and  predellas,  in  Gothic  carved  and  gilded  frames,  depicting 
devotional  and  historical  subjects  probably  eyecuted  for  wealthy  art  patrons 
of  the  day  who  demanded  that  their  chosen  legend  be  not  only  dramatically 
and  realistically  presented,  but  gorgeously  staged.  Especial  attention  is 
directed  to  the  small  portrait  of  Queen  Isabel  the  Catholic  [No.  581],  given 


to  Antonio  del  Rincon ;  the  fifteenth  centiir\  Crucifixion  [No.  5<j8]  ;  and  the 
armorial  predella  [No.  599]. 

The  fabrics  include  many  rare  ecclesiastical  vestments  in  damasks,  bro- 
cades and  velvets,  enriched  with  needlepainted  orphre3's  and  apparels;  two 
P'lemish  Renaissance  tapestries  [Nos.  big  and  620],  hangings  and  coverlets, 
and  some  representative  examples  of  the  interesting  Alpujarra  rugs,  together 
with  two  Cuenca  carpets  secured  from  a  convent  at  Toledo.
